The man, who lives in Harlow, 
had been walking along grass¬ 
land when he was approached by 
a group of five young men who 
punched and kicked him uncon¬ 
scious before then filming him 
on their mobile phones. 

Detective Constable Ryan Bur¬ 
gess said: “We have now looked 


through the CCTV evidence 
which clearly illustrates the 
extent of this quite violent attack. 

“There were six young men and 
one woman in this crowd but 
only three of the boys actually 
took part in the physical assault. 
The remaining three boys - one of 
whom was on a bicycle - and the 
woman were bystanders.

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Groper grabbed 
woman’s breast 
and slapped her 
on the bottom 

A MAN who groped a 
terrified 55-year-old woman 
after having previously 
attacked a teenage girl has 
been spared jail by a judge 
who told him he was “not a 
danger to women yet.” 

Recorder Patricia Lynch 
imposed a two-year 
community order on fast 
food worker Terry Allen (22), 
of Whitewaits, Harlow, when 
he appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court for sentence, 
having been convicted of 
assault at the end of a two- 
day trial earlier this year. 

The victim was walking 
home along one of Harlow's 
cycle paths last September 
when Allen grabbed her 
breast and squeezed it, tried 
to pull down her skirt and 
slapped her bottom. 

The court was told the 
attack left the woman so 
traumatised she cannot walk 
home from work alone. 

Allen, who was wearing his 
McDonald’s uniform at the 
time of the attack, ran off but 
was stopped later by a police 
community support officer 
as he matched the victim’s 
description of the attacker. 

He claimed he was not the 
person responsible and 
blamed it on someone else 
who worked at McDonald’s. 

However, after his 
conviction it was revealed he 
had a previous conviction in 
2011 for assaulting a 14-year- 
old girl, again on a cycle 
path, who he attacked from 
behind. 

Passing sentence, the judge 
told him “I don’t think you 
are a danger to women yet, 
but I think that in time you 
could be. You still say it was 
not you; you are in complete 
denial. It was obvious that 
you were lying and the jury 
saw through you.” 

As conditions of the 
community order Allen must 
be under supervision for two 
years, undergo 30 days of 
mentoring and attend a 
sexuality and relationship 
course. 

Allen must also sign on the 
sex offenders’ register for five 
years. 



Shock and anger at 
sudden closure of 
popular sports club 


A POPULAR sports and social club 
that has stood in Harlow for over 50 
years is to be bulldozed to pave the 
way for Harlow’s new Enterprise 
Zone. 

Shocked staff at The Maypole, on 
London Road, turned up for work on 
Tuesday morning to find the 
building boarded up and the gates 
locked. 

They were later informed by club 
chairman Jeff Boucher that joint 
operators Pearson Education and 
Synthomer had surrendered the 
lease to site owners Newhall Projects 
with immediate effect. 

The Star understands the facilities 
will now be demolished to make 
way for a new road linking the 
B1184 to the Newhall development 
to improve the area’s transport 
links ahead of the development of 
the Enterprise Zone. 

The news has left staff, members 
and the sports teams who use the 
club’s facilities reeling. 

Eddie Davis, secretary of Maypole 
Athletic FC, said: “I got a phone call 
in the morning from the chairman 
of the football club saying that he 
had heard a rumour about the club 
closing. Half an hour later he told me 
it was true. 

“It was all so quick. We had been 
aware about the possibility that the 
land would be sold but with the 
provision that they would build

another clubhouse, so we weren’t 
expecting this. 

“There is no future at the moment 
- we’ll keep on trying to find a new 
space but this could be the end.” 

One Maypole employee, who 
asked to remain anonymous, said: “I 
am devastated, as is everyone else 
here. It wasn’t just my work place but 
somewhere I socialised and it was a 
massive part of a lot of people’s lives. 
It’s really upsetting. 

“It’s like a grieving process and 
obviously now we have to look for

new work. We haven’t been told 
about pay. I think the way this has 
been done is disgusting.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
competed in an eating challenge at 
the Maypole last week, said: “I am 
shocked and saddened by the 
closure of the Maypole club. 

“I have every sympathy for staff, 
members and all the sports clubs 


who use the grounds. It’s a wonderful 
club that has given service and 
support to many hundreds of 
residents over the years. 

“What has happened is 
unacceptable - the manner of 
closure, the lack of notice and the 
lack of thought given to the impact 
on our community.” 

But a spokeswoman for Pearson - 
the publishing firm which co-owned 
the club’s lease - said the club’s 
closure was directly linked to the 
planned redevelopment of the area 
into Harlow’s new Enterprise Zone. 

“Pearson can confirm that we have 
surrendered our lease of the London 
Road North site back to Newhall 
Projects, the landowner, in order to 
make way for development as part of 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone,” she 
said. 

“Pearson is mindful of the potential 
impact on the local community and 
is committed to helping all affected 
by the club closure. The company 
will be offering practical and 
financial support to help the 
transition for all involved. 

“We are now working with the club 
management and the community to 
ensure our responsibilities to 
employees and members are met.” 

The Star approached Newhall 
Projects for comment but the firm 
had not replied by the time the paper 
went to press yesterday (Wednesday).

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Town’s poorest households 
are being driven to penury 

SIR, Councillor Tony Durcan claims 
Harlow Council had no choice but to 
demand that the poorest householders 
in the town pay at least 24 per cent of 
their council tax bills (Star, June 27). 

Harlow’s tax on the poor is higher 
than that in any neighbouring district. 
Epping Forest council charges 20 per 
cent and Broxbourne 20 per cent (while 
also continuing to exempt the sick and 
those with disabilities) while East Herts 
is charging 8.5 per cent. 

Furthermore, 28 per cent of local 
authorities continue to charge the 
poorest householders nothing at all. 

One of the councils that charge zero is 
solidly Conservative-run Harrogate. A 
comparison of the financial positions 
of Harlow and Harrogate as of 2011 
reveals that the former appeared to be 
in a more favourable situation than the 
latter, for whereas 37 per cent of Council 
Tax Benefit claimants in Harlow were 
pensioners, the figure in Harrogate 
was 55 per cent. There were 9,000 plus 
claimants in each district. 

Local authorities are prohibited 
from applying the Government’s 10 
per cent cut in funding for the new 
Localised Council Tax Support schemes 
to pensioners. Thus the larger the 
proportion of pensioners, the greater 
the cut in the money available for 
working age claimants. 

According to Entitledto Ltd, the cut in 
government spending on working age 
claimants in Harlow was 16 per cent 
compared to 22 per cent in Harrogate. 
There appears to be no financial reason 
why Harlow Council could not have 
chosen to continue to provide 100 per 
cent council tax relief to the poorest 
householders. 

The imposition of a 24 per cent council 
tax charge on the poorest householders 
in Harlow means a reduction in income 
of six per cent or more for a single 
householder on Jobseekers Allowance. 

Harlow Council’s policy appears to be 
a fundamental attack on the principle 
of progressive taxation: that those most 
able to pay bear the greatest burden. It 
seems that the poorest householders in 
the town are being driven to penury in 
order to protect better off householders 
from an increase in council tax. 

It looks like Harlow’s Labour-run 
council has crossed a line that even 
some Tories would refuse to cross.

CCTV, I’m now looking for those 
bystanders to contact us as wit¬ 
nesses otherwise we will have to 
go to their homes and arrest 
them.”

darkness was falling.” 

The assailants are all white, in 
their late teens or early 20s and 
were wearing grey tracksuits.

Disabled family’s 

bedroom tax fear 


A DISABLED family fear the so-called 
‘bedroom tax’ could result in them falling 
into rent arrears on their specially-adapt¬ 
ed council home. 

Teresa Price (46) and her husband Tom 
(48) have lived in their Milwards home for 
18 years with their eldest son, Daniel. 

The house has been modified to accom¬ 
modate the family’s needs and now fea¬ 
tures a wet room, stair lift and hand rails. 
But under the Government’s new formula 
the family are deemed to have two addi¬ 
tional bedrooms and will see a reduction in 
their benefits as a result - something that 
Mrs Price fears will put the family into rent 
arrears. 

When the Price family applied for discre¬ 
tionary housing payments - an aid for those 
who struggle paying their 
rent or council tax - the 
council discovered they 
had overcharged the 
family in excess of £3,000. 

The council reimbursed 
the family who were then 
told they were not enti¬ 
tled to the financial aid as 
a result. 

Mrs Price said: “We applied for discretion¬ 
ary payments and were told that we would 
get it. When I explained that the three of us 
are disabled they said it was no problem as 
there wouldn’t be a smaller home available 
with the modifications we need. 

“It took months to apply and then 
they told that they hadn’t realised 
my son was disabled and we’d been 
overpaying. They gave us back our 
money, which we used to pay off 
our bills. We have a little left 
over for our rent but soon we 
will be going into arrears. 

“Soon I won’t be able to 
afford our rent. Two extra 
bedrooms will cost too 
much and we will go 
into rent arrears.”

The welfare reforms, which came into 
effect in April, have cut the amount of ben¬ 
efit residents receive if they are considered 
to have any spare bedrooms. 

The mother-of-three, who suffers from 
severe arthritis, added: “Before this bed¬ 
room tax we paid our rent every month. I 
wish they had never realised their mistake 
and we would have got the discretionary 
payments and could pay what we need to. 

“I just do not have the money to pay with¬ 
out help. I don’t know what to do.” 

Councillor Tony Durcan, cabinet portfolio 
holder for resources & enterprise, said: “In 
considering an application for DHP the 
council will review the 
benefits and allowances 
already received by the 
applicant. 

“We understand these 
are really tough times for 
Harlow residents and we 
want to work with them to 
ensure they receive the 
right benefits at the right time. We don’t like 
the new system but we will make sure eve¬ 
ryone is treated fairly.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said: “This is not 
a bedroom tax but a single room supplement 
that is supposed to help not hurt - help those 

in need of bedrooms and encourage those 
vho can to downsize. 

“There is help available for the council 
to help families like Teresa’s who clearly 
need the money. The council 
have been given hundreds of 
thousands of pounds for the 
New Homes Bonus and they 
can spend it on anything. 
“The council should 
be using some of that 
money to protect 
people like the 
Prices.”

Woman posed 
as veterinary 
nurse for year 


A WOMAN who spent almost a year 
working as a veterinary nurse despite not 
being qualified for the job has been 
warned she could face jail. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court heard 
that Amy Victoria Wood (25), of Brook 
Lane Field, Harlow, earned nearly £3,000 
after duping practices in Harlow, Hat¬ 
field, Hoddesdon and Hampstead as well 
as a recruitment agency in Harrogate. 

On Friday she admitted five offences of 
fraud by representation between January 4 
and November 27 last year. 

Although sentencing was adjourned 
until July 30, Wood was warned that she 
could be imprisoned for her deception. 

The court was told that Wood worked at 
the Kew Vets surgery in Harlow, the Royal 
Veterinary College in Hatfield, Walton 
Lodge in Hoddesdon and Village Vets in 
Hampstead. She also applied to a 
recruitment agency in Harrogate and 
twice used the identity of a qualified 
veterinary nurse. 

Barry Hargreaves, prosecuting, told the 
court: “These offences arose between 
January 4 and November 27 last year by 
representing she was a veterinary nurse 
when she was not qualified in five different 
practices around the country. 

“At Harlow she was earning £18,200 a

year and was paid £1,200. In Hatfield she 
earned £677.54, in Hoddesdon she was on 
£20,000 a year but didn’t actually get paid 
- she had used the name Amy Bush 
claiming it was her married name - while 
in Hampstead she received £984. 

“At Harrogate she applied for jobs 
through a recruitment company, again 
using the name Bush.” 

He said: “It’s not a huge amount of money 
but it’s a huge breach of trust. People trust 
vets to look after their animals. She did go 
on a veterinary nurse’s course but failed 
the final exam.” 

Christine Fernando, representing Wood, 
said in mitigation the defendant had 
worked as a veterinary nurse while living 
in Australia but had failed the NVQ level 3 
exams needed to qualify to work in the 
same role in the UK. 

“She qualified as an NVQ level 2 around 
2009, failed her level 3 and went to 
Australia where she was employed as a 
veterinary nurse,” Ms Fernando said. 

“She had a relationship and a child but 
returned to the UK due to domestic issues 
and had to find work to support her 
daughter.”

Concentration camp survivor 
speaks to history students

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Potted history of PAH 
as the NHS turns 65 



T HE NHS blew out the 
candles on its 65th 
birthday cake last week so 
Nostalgia has decided to dip into 
the archives of Princess 
Alexandra Hospital - which will 
soon be celebrating a landmark 
anniversary of its own. 

PAH, which was called Harlow 
Hospital when it first opened, 
was built in three stages from 
1958 to 1966, taking patients 
from January 15, 1965. 

The first ward to open was the 
28-bed Harvey ward, named 
after a 17th century doctor, with 
others soon following. 

Many patients were 
transferred from St Margaret’s 
Hospitals to PAH to free up beds 
at the Epping hospital. 

Sister Kathleen Burslem and 
Sister Brenda Jordan were in

charge of the entire ward. 

One of the highlights of the 
hospital’s first year was the 
official opening by Princess 
Alexandra on April 27,1965. 

Staff also celebrated the birth 
of the hospital’s first Christmas 
Day baby, a boy called Daniel 
Lavery who made his 
appearance 30 minutes into 
December 25. He beat Michelle 
Jane Jackson, who was born two 
hours later, to the record books. 

The Harlow Gazette reported 
on the births, recording the fact 
that Daniel was put in a cot 
decorated with pale blue and 
pink flowers with a white frill. 

But the hospital’s first year was 
not all celebrations and good news. 


The opening of a whole block 
which included the only beds 
available for sick children in the 
town was delayed and the 
opening of several other wards 
in the hospital had to be 
postponed for a few weeks. 

But after early teething 
problems the hospital continued 
to grow and develop, and now 
has 451 beds and provides 
services for a catchment 
population of almost half a 
million people.

New Town homes made affordable for renters

When those early residents - 
most of whom rented their new 
homes - first moved to Harlow 
they were given several booklets 
explaining the developments as 
well as the types of housing 
available. 

According to one such 
pamphlet - sent to Nostalgia by 
reader Mrs Poole - expensive 
homes could be rented for £5-£10 
a month, while one and two- 
bedroom flats could be rented for 
as little as 18 shillings (90p) per

A CHILDREN’S charity has 
launched a special appeal to 
send a little girl with a rare 
genetic condition to Disneyland 
Paris. 

Sixteen-month-old Skye Lewsey 
was diagnosed with Type 2 
Mucolipidosis, an inherited met¬ 
abolic disease that affects the 
body’s ability to carry out the 
normal turnover of various mate¬ 
rials within cells two months ago. 

Her parents Ben and Vicki, 
who recently moved to Harlow 
from Sawbridgeworth, received 
the devastating news their 
daughter is not expected to live 
beyond her 7th birthday while 
they were holidaying in charity 
Kisses4Kids’ caravan in Hopton. 

The charity was founded by 
brain tumour patient Stacey 
Johnson to provide special 
treats for sick youngsters. 

Vicki (28) said: “In a way it was 
a relief to finally know what was 
wrong but it was also heart¬ 
breaking to hear that your child 
is not going to have a long life. 

“At least we were all together 
when we found out and we 
wanted to enjoy our holiday as

much as possible.” 

The couple realised something 
might be wrong with their little 
girl after she started struggling 
to feed as a small baby. 

Skye is now fed through a tube 
and the condition has also 
affected her growth and devel¬ 
opment, meaning she has not 
yet reached the normal mile¬ 


stones of other children her age, 
such as sitting up unsupported. 

She is also prone to recurrent 
chest infections and heart prob¬ 
lems. 

Vicki said: “She is a very, very 
happy little girl and she is alw¬ 
ays smiling. People say they 
have never met such a happy 
child.” 

She added: “Because she’s not 
expected to live past her 7th 
birthday, we have to make sure 
her small life is as happy as pos¬ 
sible. 

“We want to give her as many 
opportunities and experiences 
as we can and squeeze in every¬ 
thing you would want to do with 
your child into a shorter amount 
of time. 

“When Kisses4Kids said they 
wanted to send Skye to 
Disneyland I felt like crying. It’s 
not something we’d be able to 
do ourselves and we are so 
grateful. Everyone has been so 
supportive and generous. We’ve 
been overwhelmed.” 

Stacey said: “Little Skye cap¬ 
tured my heart and I would like 
to make her as happy as human¬ 
ly possible. She is just so adora¬ 
ble; when she smiles you just 
fall in love.”

Keeping a count 
of our butterflies 



SHE'S banged the drum for the Gurkhas, she's the 
ambassador for an initiative to combat climate 
change and waste - but most recently, actress 
and keen gardener Joanna Lumley has turned her 
attentions to the plight of the humble butterfly. 

Backing this year's Big Butterfly Count - the 
world's biggest survey of butterflies organised 
by Butterfly Conservation and Marks & Spencer 
- Lumley explains: "I've been fascinated by 
butterflies ever since being brought up in the Far 
East where they were, like many things there, 
huge, bright and extraordinary. 

"The great heartbreak is to see how few there 
are today. Looking out on my garden now, and 
walking up and down it as I do every day, I'm not 
seeing any. 

"This huge, scientific survey is actually counting 
the effect of mankind upon the natural world.'' 

The public is being asked to take 15 minutes to 
participate in the count, which runs from July 20 
to August 11 (prime time for butterfly activity), 
to help identify trends in species that will aid 
us in planning how to protect butterflies from 
extinction, as well as understanding the effect of 
climate change on wildlife. 

Butterflies react very quickly to change in 
their environment which makes them excellent 
biodiversity indicators. Butterfly declines are an 
early warning for other wildlife losses. Almost 
three-quarters of UK butterfly species have 
decreased in population during the last decade, 
while the number of UK's larger moths has 
crashed in the past 40 years, according to a 
recent reports by a group of leading conservation

organisations. 

"The predictions are that numbers will be down 
again this year,'' says Butterfly Conservation 
surveys manager Richard Fox. 

"As butterflies had such a bad year last year 
because of the wet weather, it's likely that fewer 
offspring will emerge. 

"The Small Tortoiseshell has had eight bad years 
in a row and has declined by 74% since 1976. 

The weather last year would have been a major 
contributing factor but there are other things 
going on. They need suitable habitats to thrive." 

This year's cold spring should not have affected 
numbers because cold snaps tend to happen 
when butterflies are dormant, so the insects 
simply come out later, he explains. 

Lumley's own London garden, with its wild area 
of meadow planting at the end, should be a haven 
for butterflies, but she has seen few this year. 

"That's quite a good area for butterflies, but I've 
maybe seen three this year," she explains. 

She's nailed a moth overwintering box, featuring 
a nectar column, onto her pear tree, but so far it 
remains empty. 

"Like the bees, suddenly there's been something 
catastrophic happening. Something we are doing 
is wrong. I suspect we have to blame it on our 
methods of farming, but I think it's also down 
to our way of living in our urban environment,

getting rid of gardens and putting down decking, 
paving stones and tarmac, treating our vehicles as 
more important than our creatures." 

Lumley, who is also the M&S sustainability 
champion, has planted many butterfly-friendly 
species in her garden. 

"I love nettles, as do butterflies. We've got a 
tiny cottage in Scotland, on a wild hillside, and 
we have a meadow garden there. It's important 
not to be too tidy in your garden, because 


butterflies love species that aren't necessarily the 
smartest flowers. In London, I have Michaelmas 
daisies, buddleia, lavender, honesty, dandelions. 
Butterflies like all of these." 

She'll be doing two butterfly counts - one at her 
London garden, the other in her Scottish retreat 
- and hopes that she'll have more luck during the 
three-week count than she has so far. 

The Butterfly Conservation offers the following 
tips to attract butterflies to your garden: 

■ Choose sunny, sheltered spots when planting 
nectar plants, because butterflies like warmth. 

| Select different plants to attract a wider variety 
of species. 

■ Prolong flowering by deadheading regularly, 
mulching with organic compost and watering well. 

■ Don't use insecticides and pesticides which kill 
butterflies and many pollinating insects. 

| Grow plants which will attract butterflies 
including buddleia, Verbena bonariensis, 
lavender, perennial wallflower, marjoram, phlox, 
nasturtium, escallonia, cone flower, aster, sweet 
rocket, lobelia and herbs including chives, thyme 
and mint.

UNDER the guidance of chief creative officer 
John Lasseter, Pixar Studios has reigned supreme 
for 18 years as masters of the computer- 
animated fable. 

Toy Story ; Finding Nemo and The incredibies 
affirmed animation as a serious art form capable 
of exceeding live action blockbusters at the 
box office, while Up and Toy Story 3 were both 
nominated as Best Picture and Best Animated 
Feature at successive Academy Awards. 

In recent years Pixar has lacked some of its 
trademark innovation, returning to past glories 
for inspiration, including a lacklustre sequel to 
Cars and the forthcoming Finding Dory. 

Monsters University continues that trend, 
conjuring a back story to the enduring friendship 
of Mike Wazowski (voiced by Billy Crystal) and 
James P Sullivan - aka Sulley (voiced by John 
Goodman) - from Monsters , Inc. 

In this colourful and fast-paced prequel, 
director Dan Scanlon harks back to Mike's 
childhood when the six-year-old ignites his desire 
to become a scarer. 

Many years later, Mike excitedly heads off 
to university to realise his dream. There he 
befriends shy roommate Randall 'Randy' Boggs 
(Steve Buscemi) and impresses his teachers by 
regurgitating facts from textbooks. 

However, classmate Sulley gets all of the 
attention and is courted by the Roar Omega 
Roar fraternity and its dashing president, Johnny 
Worthington (Nathan Fillion). Eventually, Mike 
snaps and declares war on Sulley. The rivals' fates 
rest on an end-of-term exam, which must be 
passed or Dean Hardscrabble (Helen Mirren) will 
expel them from the course. 

Unperturbed, he joins forces with the misfits 
from Oozma Kappa fraternity - tentacled mature 
student Don (Joel Murray), lovably naive Scott 
Squibbles (Peter Sohn), conjoined siblings Terri 
(Sean Hayes) and Terry (Dave Foley) and purple- 
striped extrovert Art (Charlie Day) - to prove that 
every underdog has his day. 

Monsters University boasts the same appealing 
cocktail of comedy, action and touching 
friendship as its predecessor, including some 
lively supporting performances. Dialogue zings 
and Crystal and Goodman ease back into their 
roles as if they were putting on a favourite pair of 
old slippers. 

Like previous Pixar releases, the main feature 
is preceded by a short. In this instance, it's The 
Blue Umbrella , a delightful six-minute love story 
which recounts the first flushes of romance 
between blue and red umbrellas on a rain-lashed 
city street.

IF the hulking machines from Transformers 
jumped celluloid to battle the monstrous 
title character from Godzilla, the resulting 
carnage would closely resemble the 
computer-generated sound and fury of 
Pacific Rim. 

Guillermo del Toro’s sci-fi action 
adventure takes a tantalisingly simple 
premise - giant robots versus gargantuan 
aliens - and expands that idea into a 
soulless exercise in technological might 
over emotional matter. 

It’s difficult to believe the writer-director 
of Pan’s Labyrinth and the quirky Heiiboy 
saga has surrendered all of the humanity 
which underpinned his previous work to 
oversee what is essentially 131 exhausting 
minutes of wanton destruction. 

A protracted prologue establishes the 
emergence of alien creatures known as 
Kaiju from a temporal rift on the sea floor. 
Humanity responds by creating the Jaegers 
- 25-storey tall robots operated by two 
pilots whose minds are melded by a neural 
link known as The Drift. 

Raleigh Becket (Charlie Hunnam) and 
older brother Yancy (Diego Klattenhoff) 
are ace pilots of the American robot Gipsy 
Danger, but their run of victories comes to 


a tragic end at the claws of one particularly 
vicious Kaiju. 

Five years later Stacker Pentecost (Idris 
Elba), commander of the Pan Pacific 
Defense Corp, approaches Raleigh to step 
back inside the Gipsy Danger with a new co¬ 
pilot. Together they forge an intense bond 
that might swing the balance of power back 
in favour of mankind. 

The script is a wasteland of two- 
dimensional characters and hoary cliches, 
replete with the obligatory stirring call- 
to-arms against extra-terrestrial invaders. 
Grown men of every conceivable nationality 
pump their fists in the air, whoop and 
holler, energised by the titanic battle that 
lies ahead. 

Audiences will simply be glad that there 
is just the final showdown to endure before 
the end credits roll. 

Pacific Rim concentrates on the digital 
effects and thunderous action sequences 
at the expense of the characters and their 
relationships. 

The hokey science behind del Toro’s 
vision is a muddle and occasional forays 
into comedy - courtesy of two madcap 
scientists (Charlie Day, Burn Gorman) and a 
black marketeer called Hannibal Chau (Ron 
Perlman) - sit awkwardly next to the deadly 
serious business of monster-mashing.

RECENT talk in the property 
industry has changed from 
whether the market has 
turned a corner to what 
could be the implications of 
its new-found momentum.

“Widespread expectations 
are that the economy will 
continue to recover 
gradually in the quarters 
ahead, that interest rates 
will remain low and the 
on-going impact of policy 
measures aimed at 
supporting the availability 
and lowering the cost of 
credit all provide reasons 
for optimism that activity will 
continue to gain momentum 
in the quarters ahead.” 

This is backed up by the 
Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors which 
claims that conditions are at 
their most buoyant since 
mid-2010. Add to this a 
recent Housing Federation 
survey which says the 
average price paid by a first¬ 
time buyer in 2012 was 
£173,185 and this is 
expected to rise by 43 per 
cent over the next five years 
to £245,165. 

Access to mortgages 
continues to improve for 
first-time buyers and any 
rise in activity is likely to 
increase confidence in the 
rest of the housing market. 

Lenders are now much 
stricter about the amount of 
money they are prepared to 
lend against income and 
also require intensive proof 
of earnings documentation. 

The result for many is that 
house prices, rather than 
deposits, could become the 
new issue over home 
ownership.

T HERE’S only one problem 
with success and that's how 
to follow it. 

It’s a tricky one alright; the 
first generation Citroen Picasso 
(based on the Xsara) was a 
solid-gold hit and sold by the 
shipload thanks to keen pricing 
and tons of space. The next 
generation did well, too, 
although it had tougher rivals 
to contend with. 

Now there's a brand-new C4 
Picasso MPV and once again it 
faces a difficult task. The 
competition is hotter than ever, 
and buyers are more 
demanding than ever too. 

Just having space isn’t enough; 
comfort, attractive design and 
fuel efficiency appear on most 
shopping lists so this is a tough 
crowd to please. 

This new C4 Picasso is a much 
more sophisticated device, 
however. The key advance is 
that the C4 Picasso is the first 
of a series of Citroens to use the 
new EMP2 platform. 

Because of its modular design, 
it can be lengthened to create a 
whole range of vehicles and it’s 
also been created to save 
weight; the new C4 Picasso is 
140kg lighter than the previous 
model. Despite this, Citroen 
claims it is stronger and stiffer 


than the outgoing car, which is 
good news for protection in the 
event of a crash. 

Important stuff then, but it’s 
the outside that will get your 
attention first. Much more than 
a box on wheels, the C4 Picasso 
has a large glass area and slim 
LED headlights that help to 
create a more distinctive look. 

It’s clearly related to the 
previous generation model but 
with more character; it has 
certainly benefitted from the 
impressively-stylish DS models 
elsewhere in the range. You can 
have one parked on your drive 
and your neighbours won’t 
automatically assume that 
you’ve given up on life because 
you now have children. 


This is an MPV though, so it’s 
the inside that matters most. 
The first thing you notice is the 
amount of light coming into the 
cabin, particularly with the 
glass roof. The windscreen 
extends almost over the heads 
of the front seat occupants. 

There are lots of clever 
features, such as an airline- 
style footrest for the front 
passenger and 40 litres of 
under-floor storage, while the 
rear seats are divided into three 
and fold easily to give lots of 
versatility. 

Citroen has also made a big 
noise about the layout of the 
dashboard, which does away 
with conventional instruments 
and instead gives you two large 


screens. The upper one can 
display all sorts of information 
as well as images uploaded 
from a USB stick (if you wish) 
and is configurable in 
numerous ways, while the lower 
one is a touchscreen and 
controls many of the vehicle 
functions. 

It all looks very smart and 
generally works very well, 
although sometimes you are 
required to push a button on 
the steering wheel to confirm a 
choice which can be confusing 
at first. 

Under the bonnet there’s a 
choice of two petrol and three 
diesel engines, but it’s the 1.6- 
litre diesels that grab the 
headlines. The 115 e-HDi unit 


offers a useful blend of 
performance and economy; it's 
as quick as you would need 
unless you’re in a big hurry but 
the prospect of 70.6mog and 
105g/km of C02 is impressive 
for a car that’s designed to be 
more than just a green 
machine. 

But it is the C4 Picasso’s 
excellent ride that really 
impresses. It soaks up bumps 
very well, without becoming 
too soft in the corners; 
basically, it behaves like a 
much bigger car. 

Press on and it hangs in 
gamely but that’s not what it’s 
best at - instead sail along on 
the torque of the engine, enjoy 
the panoramic view outside 
and let the suspension deal 
with any road imperfections. 
It’s good from behind the wheel 
and your passengers will thank 
you for it too. 

Compared to its key rivals the 
C4 Picasso certainly looks 
smart, is well-equipped and 
impressively versatile. 

It may be a fraction behind in 
absolute dynamics but it more 
than makes up for this with the 
good ride, arguably more 
important in a car like this. 

Looks like Citroen has 
another success story on its 
hands.

Murray triumph 
serves up treat 
for tennis chief

WILL Calvert is confident that 
Harlow Tennis Club can gain 
from the feel good factor gen¬ 
erated by Andy Murray’s fan¬ 
tastic win in the men’s singles 
final at Wimbledon. 

The tennis director and cen¬ 
tre manager at the Latton Bush 
Centre club has never been 
one to get carried away but 
Calvert feels this magnificent 
achievement can trigger 
growth in the sport within the 
town. 

He said: “Everybody is really 
excited about it here. 

“It is the first time this has 
happened in 77 years and it 
will take time to sink in.” 

He added: “I hope and I am 
confident that the legacy of 
Andy’s success will be 
increased participation from 
youngsters. 

“I believe Murray will have 
two or three more years being 
at the top and this is a window 
of opportunity for the game.” 

Calvert, 52, has coached at 
Harlow for more than 30 years 
and the current captain of the 
U-18 Essex team, and has 
coached thousands of young¬ 
sters over that time. 

He believes champions can 
emerge but the sport needs to 
ensure youngsters get expo¬ 
sure to tennis at a young age. 

He said: “I believe that cham¬ 
pions will often find a way as 
indeed Murray has done. 
However, they need to be 
exposed to the sport at a young 
age for their talent to emerge. 


“All tennis partners (clubs, 
coaches and the Lawn Tennis 
Association] need to work to 
ensure that the window of 
opportunity that Murray’s 
success has created is not 
wasted.” 

Harlow has four indoor 
courts and six outdoor courts. 

Calvert said: “They are mac¬ 
adam hard courts. They play 
reasonably quickly.” 

It has about 300 members 
with around 200 of these being 
juniors. 


Calvert added: “The user 
base includes free usage by 
schools and public hire and 
regional tournament pro¬ 
gramme runs into thousands.” 

Calvert, who predicted that 
Murray could one day win 
Wimbledon back in 2005 when 
the young Scot reached the 
third round was full of praise 
for the new champion. 

He said: “It is a fantastic 
achievement. If you ask the 
players it is the tournament 
they all want to win the most.”

‘Great shakes as 
I watched champ 
win his crown 
at Wimbledon’ 

ANDREW FRANCZAK, who has reported on 
sport for Star publishers, Herts & Essex 
Newspapers for nearly 25 years, was lucky 
enough to witness live one of the greatest 
ever British sporting achievements as Andy 
Murray captured the Wimbledon title. 


MOMENTS after Andy Murray finally got the 
Wimbledon monkey off his back following 
his scintillating, spellbinding and superb 
straight sets victory over Novak Djokovic, I 
had the privilege of shaking the great 
man’s hand as he spoke to the world’s 
press. 

Murray received a standing ovation as he 
walked into the plush press conference 
room at the All England Lawn Tennis Club, 
with the hardened hacks rightly fulsome in 
their praise of the man who had just 
succeeded in becoming the first British 
men’s singles winner at Wimbledon since 
Fred Perry won the last of his three singles 
titles in SW19 in 1936. 

The 26-year-old from Dunblane appeared 
shell-shocked at what he had done, and 
with his hands still visibly shaking with 
emotion he said: “The last 30 minutes have 
been a bit of a blur really. To come from 4-2 
down in the third set I really don’t know 
what to say just now. 

“I worked so hard in that last game. It’s 
the hardest few points I’ve had to play in 
my life. I still can’t 
believe it -1 can’t get 
my head round 
winning Wimbledon.” 

As the press 
conference went on 
Murray began to enjoy 
his banter with the 
assembled writers. 

Asked why after 
winning he didn’t 
seem to turn to the players’ box but turn to 
others in the crowd Murray answered, with 
a smile: “I was staring in the direction of a 
few of the guys in the press - obviously I’ve 
had a difficult relationship at times over the 
years. I know for you guys it’s important I 
win this tournament. You know I tried my 
best, I worked as hard as I could to do it.” 

I tried to get my question to him which 
would have been ‘Do you feel your win will 
inspire kids around the country to pick up 
tennis racquets?’ but the invigilator turned 
away to the other side of the seated press 
and the final question came to Murray: 
‘Does he think it will take another 77 years 
for a top British player to win Wimbledon?’ 

Murray replied: “I think with the sort of 
money that’s invested in the sport in this 
country then it shouldn’t take another 70 
odd years.” 

And with that he got up to leave and an 
orderly queue of reporters formed by the 
way out, eager to shake Murray’s hand as 
he was whisked away to his next interview. 

I joined them and Murray took the time to 
stop and shake as many hands as he could, 
including mine. I congratulated him heartily 
and he said ‘thanks’ - a wonderful moment 
for this reporter on a magical and 
memorable day at Wimbledon. 

The atmosphere at the All England Club 
was more akin to a football match than a 
tennis game, with painted faces, flags and 
a throng of fanatical (and sunburnt) fans. 

There wasn’t a blade of grass to be seen 
as I wandered up and down the side of 
‘Murray Mount’ and the anticipation of a 
thrilling final was fever pitch. 

With a grounds pass I didn’t have access 
to the centre court’s press seats, but 
sneaked a standing-only place up in the 
gods in a sound-proofed box for radio. 

It was thrilling to be able to witness such 
a historic sporting occasion first hand, and 
Murray certainly put all of our nerves 
through the shredder before finally 
securing his place in Wimbledon history. 

Hopefully his victory will inspire 
youngsters [locally] to take up tennis and 
one aspire to one day emulate magical 
Murray.

Hockey club future 
fears for Harlow

FEARS are growing for the 
future of Harlow Hockey Club 
after three former first team 
men’s captains quit. 

The men’s first team has been 
decimated and will join forces 
with the second team as Harlow 
is forced to cut one of its sides for 
the forthcoming East Men’s 
Hockey League campaign. 

Experienced players, last year’s 
captain James Smith, and former 
skippers Joe Symonds and Kyle 
Plumridge have all joined neigh¬ 
bouring Bishop’s Stortford 
Hockey Club. 

Second team skipper Neil 
Boughtwood will captain the 
new team. 

Amid concern over the high 
price of hiring the Astroturf pitch 
at Sawbridgeworth’s 

Leventhorpe Leisure Centre, 
combined with the lack of 
Harlow school children coming 
in and revitalising the club - 
which happened at its old home 
at the now closed down former 
site of Passmores School in 
Harlow - there are real fears over 
the future of the club. 

Harlow Hockey Club (HHC) 
officials are also investigating 
whether it has a legal case for 
making sure a local authority 
provide it with an Astroturf facil¬ 
ity in Harlow. 

This was thought to have been 
assured for several more years 



when the original Passmores 
Astroturf facility in Tendring 
Road was built, perhaps up to 
2020. 

HHC moved back to Harlow in 
December 2001 when the 
Tendring Road facility was com¬ 
pleted. This followed a five-year 
exile when the club was forced to 
play matches at Stortford. 

It was hoped when Passmores 
School moved to its present site 
in Tracyes Road, the hockey club 
could also transfer but the type 
of 3G pitch built at the new 
school is unsuitable for hockey. 

So HHC was forced to quit the 
town. 

The fact that HHC was left 
without a home when the old 
school closed could provide it 
with a ray of hope - if it could 
pursue an expensive legal case. 
“Someone cocked it up and no 
one wants to put their hand up 
and admit to it,” fumed 
Boughtwood.

“A private health group run the 
[Astroturf pitches at 
Leventhorpe]. They run it as a 
business. At first the 
[Leventhorpe] school was very 
pro-active at getting hockey 
teams together, but that has fiz¬ 
zled away. We are now dealing 
with a business. They don’t care 
who uses the Astroturf. We have 
to pay it and it’s a hell of a lot 
more than what we were paying 
at Passmores. 

“We couldn’t play at the [new 
Passmores] because playing 
hockey on it [3G] is dangerous.” 

The new men’s team will play 
in division six next season. “The 
guys [Smith, Symonds and 
Plumridge] wanted to play at a 
higher level. We were the first to 
say go for it,” said Boughtwood. 
“We are sorry to see them go. But 
we are still here. We are still 
fighting. We have dropped one 
team but now we have a bigger 
squad.” 


FORMER Harlow Hockey Club chairman Be 
botobed says more popular sports are beir 
backed by secondary schools in the town 
which is having an impact on the amount o 
youngsters playing hockey. 

“It is obvious that some sports are more 
supported by the secondary schools 
especially as two of them have artificial 
surfaces that are not conducive to hockev. 
The real shame is the tournament that is 
held every year for the junior schools that 
has a great turn out but where can those

l think it is a shame that the club is 
struggling but as there is no hockey pitch in 
Harlow they really had no choice but to 
move.”

Boughtwood believes the club would thrive 
[f it was based at a secondary school in 
Harlow. “It would certainly help. With a 
school we could filter people into the club ” 
he explained. 

‘A few years ago the Passmores teachers 
played and got kids into the club. It would be 
lovely if we had a local base and a school 
would be an ideal situation. We need a 
constant flow of 14-, 15- and 16-year-olds.”
